3DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgement is made in the receipt of the amendment filed October 2 1 , 20 1 0. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or render obvious a method or system for refilling service-brake 
circuits, wherein intact service brake circuits are in pneumatic communication with a compressor 
such that the intact service brake circuits are refilled from the compressor and form the 
compressed air reservoir of an additional compressed air consumer circuit. George et al. fail to 
teach this situation, since branch valve 5 prevents simultaneous pneumatic communication with 
the compressor and the additional compressed air consumer circuit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
